And the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Caribbean beyond it were to 
our country what the Mediter- 
ranean was to man’s first stir- 
rings and voyaging in Europe. 
These waters were the link in 
which much of our 15th Century 
history was written.” 


Now, in the 20th Century, we 
come to another crisis, or turn 
in history. The Saturn, as power- 
ful as the rocket which thrust 
Majors Yuri Gagarin and Gher- 
man Titov into orbit about earth, 
moved on a course down the 
Tennessee into the Ohio and the 
Mississippi. Its massive barge 
then crossed the Gulf to the cape 
called Canaveral. Imagination 
pictures the Indian canoes and 
those of the early explorers and 
traders, the missionaries, and 
priests, who took the cross and 
the Bible: along those _ routes. 
They were the rivers, too, along 
which the flatboats of our pioneer 
settlers moved in exploring and 
settling a new world. 
Saturn’s Flatboat 


‘The Saturn's flatboat is a bit 
different. It is not merely huge— 
but also air conditioned. The 
Saturn itself is a marvel of 
electronics. Its multi-thousand 
parts all testify eloquently to the 
genius of man as a thinker and 
as a craftsman. 


But already, at the President’s 
direction, we are moving toward 
a much more. powerful rocket, 
one which will weigh 10 million 
pounds. It will blast forth such 
a flame and so crashing a cre- 
scendo of decibels that Cape 
Canaveral cannot be used. We 
must find an island somewhere, 
far distant from homes and com- 
merce. (There will be even more 
powerful Saturns before the great 
one called ‘‘Nova’’.) 


We are speeding up our rocket 
program. It was in this accel. 
erated state before Major Titov 
orbited the earth 17 times. It will 
continue at a pace as fast as 
man and mind can attain. 


One of the things which dis- 
turbs our government and our 
rocket staffs is the fuzzy-minded 
set which refuses to believe that 
the Soviets have succeeded in 
putting two men in orbit and 
brought them safely back to 
earth. Our government has no 
doubts. It knew the facts. How 
it knew is not possible to tell. 
But it knew. The Soviets are 
dangerous enough without the 
folly of underestimation. 


Two Liabilities 


Our two admitted liabilities of 
the present are an apparent su- 
periority in the Soviet guidance 
system, and, of course, the ad- 
vance held by the Russians in 
testing and producing the larger 
engines. The fuels are a problem. 
Solid fuels are, in a sense, more 
reliable, but solid fuel engines 
can be made to burn only about 
half as long as those consuming 
liquid. 

The Russians lead because they 
initially gave top priority to the 
monsters. The United States be- 
gan with a concept of a “family” 
of rockets for military use. We 
now are committed to the galling, 
arduous task of catching up. The 
Soviets are far ahead in this area 
and will remain so until some- 
time in late 1963 or early the 
year after. There must be many 
tests of the awesome Saturn 
giant before man rides it. 


The first of these tests will be 
made late this year. The eight

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI)—Four 
hardened convicts who grabbed 
25 hostages and barricaded them- 
selves in the state prison commis- 
sary here Thursday gave up 
Thursday night after authorities 
rolled in a tank: and threatened 
an assault. 


The surrender came shortly 
after 7 p.m. (Atlanta time). The 
uprising lasted a little more than 
eight hours. 


One of the convicts involved 
said the prisoners were protesting 
a lack of recreational facilities 
and “brutality’’ by guards. 


END WAS SUDDEN 


The end of the tense drama 
came suddenly after an M48 Pat- 
ton Army tank rumbled into posi- 
tion outside the building where 
the convicts had holed up. 


Officials, when at last decided 
to move, minced no words. 


They gave the convicts three 
minutes to surrender. 


The desperadoes walked out 
meekly and lay on the ground in 
front of the commissary, as in- 
structed. 


One gun was taken off the four 
men and all were herded into 
another prison building with a 
number of officials.

“It's all over, and nobody has 
been hurt,’ the official said. 


One of the defiant convicts was 
identified as Charles Raymond 
Farra, 26, a tough West Virginia 
robber and kidnaper described 
as “insane” on his official prison 
record.

Kennedy 
Wins in 
Aid Vote 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Sen- 
ate handed President Kennedy a 
consolation foreign aid victory 
Thursday by narrowly rejecting a 
GOP move to cut his long-range 
overseas loan program from five 
to three years. 


But the House, which tentative- 
ly scuttled the long-term loans 
Wednesday, refused to soften the 
blow. It defeated a compromise 
three-year plan that would have 
been financed by annual congres- 
sional appropriations. 


KENNEDY FIGHTS FOR AID 


The actions came after Kenne- 
dy launched an all-out campaign 
to break down Republican and 
conservative Democratic opposi- 
tion to his embattled five-year 
loan program to be financed by 
Treasury borrowing. 


The chief executive urged the 
House in a statement to demon- 
strate to the world ‘that this coun- 
try is united in its determination 
to combat communism and Cas- 
troism “in this crucial hour.”

The Communists? 


It seems incredible in view of what is 
going on in the world before their eyes 
in that shortsighted members of Con- 
gress, both House and Senate, would seek 
to emasculate President Kennedy’s for- 
eign aid proposals. 

They are doing this in the face of pleas 
by the President, by Secretary of State 
Rusk and Secretary of the Treasury Dil- 
lon. Republicans, forsaking the biparti- 
sanship which marked President Eisen- 
hower’s administration, are leading the 
fight against an intelligent program— 
aided and abetted by conservative Demo- 
crats, mostly Southerners. These are the 
people who would turn the underdevel- 
oped countries over to communism with- 
out a struggle. 

The Senate has lopped 800 millions 
from the President’s request for borrow- 
ing authority to finance a five-year de- 
velopment loan program. Georgia’s sena- 
tors Russell and Talmadge voted for the 
cuts. It chopped 250 millions from mili- 
tary aid requests in this fiscal year, with 
the Soviet Union’s military threats echo- 
ing in the background. 

The House seems determined to junk 
the long-range treasury borrowing pro- 
gram completely, insuring the uncertain- 
ty, inefficiency and sometimes ineffec- 
tive operation of past programs. 

Let it be remembered, too, that So- 
viet aid is largely being granted as long- 
term, low-interest loans. 

Unless newly developing nations 
which seek aid can plan continuing pro- 
grams in education, health, land reform, 
irrigation, road building and other simi- 
lar basic investments needed, foreign aid 
cannot be of maximum effectiveness. Un- 
less funds can be committed on a long- 
term basis, aid is an exercise in futility. 
If Congress rejects this program, it 
will have helped only the Communists.

Allied Notes Effective, 
But Why All the Delay? 


The protest and warning to the So- 
viet Union, holding Premier Khrushchev 
and the Soviets fully responsible for the 
Berlin situation, is a proper diplomatic 
action. It will help to allay the restless- 
ness of West Berliners and West Ger- 
many. 

There is one thing wrong, however, 
and it is a defect which could have re- 
sulted in an explosion. Why did the West- 
ern powers have to wait almost a week 
to deliver their identical notes? Is their 
diplomacy so cumbersome in face of such 
a crisis that war could easily be the 
result? 

The United States, France, Great Brit- 
ain, West Germany and NATO have been 
in frequent consultation on the impend- 
ing Berlin crisis. They knew what to ex- 
pect.

Steps are being taken to coordinate 
more swiftly and effectively diplomatic 
moves among the Western allies. We 
think it’s time.

Mental Health Problem 
Is Far from Solved 


The construction program at Milledge- 
ville State Hospital, costing $6,500,000, 
came not a moment too soon. Pending its 
completion, the horrible situation which 
existed in the way of housing and facili- 
ties continues. In fact, it grows worse. 


Dr. I. H. McKinnon, superintendent of 
the hospital, has told a legislative com- 
mittee that admissions to the institution 
last year were 900 more than the pre- 
vious year. Overcrowded conditions made 
it necessary for some patients to sleep on 
mattresses on the floor. 

The institution’s readmission rate of 
39 per cent, 3,000 repeaters a year, is a 
sorry commentary on our mental health 
program in general, testifying to the lack 
of psychiatric and treatment help in most 
communities. It calls for development of 
more rapid treatment centers and for 
more decentralization, including acti- 
vation of Grady Hospital’s program in full 
and early completion of Atlanta’s treat- 
ment center. 

Had not the state moved when it did, 
the situation with Georgia’s mentally ill 
and the Milledgeville State Hospital 
would have proceeded from chaos to ca- 
lamity. Right now the battle is to prevent 
the chaos from becoming worse until such 
time as remedial measures can begin to 
function. Any unnecessary delays are in- 
human and costly.

Virginia’s Plan May Be 
All Right, but Not Here 


Virginia’s freedom of choice plan is 
described by Mr. Dure in a letter on this 
page. 

He states its virtues well. 

Georgians also should weigh two 
faults. 

First, some rich Virginians who would 
have educated their children at expen- 
sive private schools anyway are now 
drawing grants from the state to help 
foot their bills. They are being state-as- 
sisted to make their class system exclu- 
sive. 

Second, and more important, the 
drain-off of public school money to sys- 
tems of private schools can, in time, di- 
vide and seriously weaken the common 
fund for public education. It is, in our 
opinion, a step backward toward the 
academies and poor schools of the 19th” 
century which served the children of the 
privileged class and held down the chil- 
dren of the poor. 

The Virginia plan is certain to help 
the well-to-do, who need help the least. 
But in time it risks hurting’ the children 
of the less well-off by dividing the state’s 
education dollar between two systems. 
We long since have lifted our children 


_ from charity schools in Georgia and 
placed them on par with any other child. 


Mr. Dure believes dividing the educa- 
tion dollar between two systems will help 
both. We do not see how it possibly can. 
But we do see which system would be 
hurt first—the public schools.

For in being orced to 
throw barbed wire and armed troops across the exits westward 
from Communist East Berlin, the Russians have already created 


for themselves another Hungary. 

Even though they have not yet 
gunned down civilians in the 
streets, as they did in Budapest 
during the Hungarian uprising, 
they have thrown before the 
world an unforgettable picture of 
the brutality and bankruptcy of 
international communism. 

Nowhere in all the long story 
of totalitarianism—not even in 
tragic Budapest — has the fatal 
weakness of a totalitarian sys- 
tem been so indelibly exposed 
before mankind by its own 
leaders. 

The capacity to seal off East 
Berlin, for a while or even for- 
ever, has no affirmative value 
whatever to the Soviet Union. 
It is a symbol not of confidence, 
but of the exact reverse. Any- 
body can make a jail—or a 
tomb, for that matter. 

But what are the Russians go- 
ing to do with their sealed-off 
Berlin. now that they have got 
it? Who will provide jobs for 
the 50,000 East Berliners who 
used to earn desperately needed 
capitalistic money in booming 
West Berlin? What will happen 
to the already rusted economy 
of East Berlin, and also of all 
East Germany? How long can 
East Berlin and East Germany 
live if they are cut off from the 


sources of real wealth in that 
country, West Germany? 

The Russians have shown the 
reckless military power which 
everybody knew already they 
had. And they have shown, even 
to the most credulous of all 


neutralists, that the final, best/ 
answer of Soviet policy to any \/ 


hard problem can be seen in the 
dark silhouette of a gaunt bar- 
ricade in East Berlin—a barri- 
cade not against those who 
would come into the Communist 
Eden, but rather against those 
who would leave it. 

Now, this correspondent is not 
among those who believe that all 
a high policy needs for success 
is the blessing of “‘world opinion.” 
This happy oversimplification 
leaves out the hard fact that good 
propaganda is far from every- 
thing; that in the last extremity, 
indeed, the best propaganda is 
honorable power and the will to 
use it. 

But the West has not reached 
the point where direct use of di- 
rect military power must be con- 
sidered. And even if that ter- 
rible moment does come we 
shall be the stronger for what 
the Russians have already done 
—to themselves—in East Berlin.

FAVORS SALARIES 

County commissioners, how- 
ever, fought the bill as an associ- 
ation, declaring their counties 
would have to raise taxes unless 
their sheriffs earned their keep 
by making enough arrests to 
more than pay for their law en- 
forcement services. 


Across the hall in the Heard 
Courthouse, Superior Court Clerk 
Talmadge Davis also thought it 
would be better to put all public 
officials on salaries. 


“I feel like if they put one offi- 
cial on a salary they should have 
them all on a salary. I would pre- 
fer it that way,” Davis said. 


LAND ASSESSED AT $6 

“But the county probably 
doesn’t have the money,” Davis 
added. 


And he echoed the sentiments 
of many another courthouse offi- 
cial interviewed during a two- 
week swing around the state. 


One of the problems, it would 
seem, is that Heard and other 
counties tell every landowner to 
return his acreage at a $6 val- 
uation. 


“Some of the land is not worth 
that and some of it, you couldn’t 
buy for $200 an acre,” said I. W. 
Huie, Heard Tax Commissioner. 


FEELING PINCH 


But Huie had heard no mention 
of a revaluation program that 
would attempt to place a fair 
market value on land and insure 
that county taxes were collected 
on a completely equitable basis. 
Boxed in on the Alabama line 
by a string of larger counties 
where more opportunities abound 
for young people, Heard is feel- 
ing the pinch of population de- 
cline as sharply as anyone. 


The most striking illustration 
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of this will come next year when, 
Heard’s tag number will ‘drop 
from 122 to the 140,’s, despite the 
fact that there were declines in 
many other counties. 


There is argument here as to 
whether the census enumerators 
make a mistake. ‘I don’t think 
it was deliberate, but I think they 
missed some houses,” a local res- 
ident complained. 


The population nevertheless slid 
by the official counts, and every- 
body in town is worried about the 
outflow of youngsters to La- 
Grange, Newnan, Atlanta and 
Marictta. 


Would this mean eventual con- 
solidation with some of the more 
affluent counties to the east?

Another said he thought the 
citizenry would oppose any merg- 
er, but in the next breath he 
talked about ‘some of the things 
the county needs and has no 
money to pay for.

And the only other way is to 
raise taxes, either through a re- 
valuation program or through an 
increase in the already high mill- 
age rate.

CHANGES DRAMATIC 


When the people farmed the 
land, there might be 50 families 
claiming homestead exemptions 
and paying no taxes “but the 
pulpwood companies don’t get the 
exemption and they do pay the 
tax,” said tax collector Huie. 


Regardless of the attitude you 
take, the changes from farmland 
to timberland have been dra- 
matic. 


Even the harvest moon isn’t 
quite so vividly orange these 
days, because nobody is stirring 
the soil and turning the dust into 
a filter that used to color the 
moonlight. 


Such fading takes place every- 
where in a county like this, and 
it’s sad.

Indicted in 
Price Case 


The companies face fines totaling 
$150,000 each. 


TWO OTHER FIRMS CITED 


One of the effects of the alleged 
conspiracy, the indictment said, 
was to deprive patients, retail 
druggists, wholesalers, private 
and tax-supported hospitals and 
governmental agencies of the ben- 
efits of competition. 


Named as co-conspirators but 
not as defendants were the Olin 
Mathieson Chemical Corp., parent 
of E. R. Squibb & Sons, and the 
Upjohn Co. 


The “‘wonder”’ drugs involved 
are aureomycin, terramycin and 
tetracycline, known also under 
the trade names Achromycin, 
Tetracyn, Polycycline, Steclin and 
Panmycin. All are broad-spec- 
trum antibiotics widely used in 
the treatment of a variety of in- 
fectious diseases and substanti- 
ally interchangeable in medical 
use, the indictment said. 


DENIED CATEGORICALLY 


Anthony G. McAuliffe, vice 
president in charge of public re- 
lations for the American Cyana- 
mid Co., said that several price- 
fixing cases recently had been in 
the public eye but that as far 
as his company was concerned, 
“there is no evidence of such 
agreements here.” 


“The govenrment will be forced 
to attempt to make its case upon 
a series of inferences,” he said. 
“This company has made ab- 
solutely no admissions of any 
anti-trust violations. On the con- 
trary, we have asserted our 
complete innocence.” He said his 
firm had “respect for the govern- 
ment and the law,” considered 
the indictment “‘harassment,”” and 
hoped for “‘a speedy exoneration.”’

The professor, Dr. Kermit Mc- 
Kenzie, was speaking to a sem- 
inar on communism for teachers 
from Atlanta and Fulton County 
public and private schools being 
held at Emory. 


Also on Thursday's program 
were Dr. Noah Langdale, pres- 
ident of Georgia State College: 
Dr. George Thielman, Georgia 
State political scientist who was 
born in the Ukraine, and Dr. 
Paul Molina of Cuba. 


HARD TO BE SECOND 

“It is psychologically hard for 
us to ever be second in anything, 
and we may be at times in the 
advancing frontier of knowledge,’ 
Dr. McKenzie said. 


Dr. McKenzie, who spent two 
years at the Russian Institute at 
Columbia University, has visited 
Russia under travel grants sev- 
eral times. He said the appeal 
of communism came in: 


1. The fact that it is a neat 
theory for explaining the past, 
present and future in simple, eas- 
ily understood terms. 


2. It stresses some things that 
are realities. 

3. It promises quick improve- 
ment of conditions. 


4. Communists have a sense of 
history, of direction and purpose 
that the West often lacks. 


MUST CO-EXIST 

“Sometimes as a tourist in the 
Soviet Union you are looked on 
as a peculiar species destined 
for extinction,’ he commented. 


Although he doesn’t agree with

Museum for 
Its Founder

FT. McCLELLAN—High ranking 
Army brass from throughout the 
Southeast converged on the Wom- 
en’s Army Corps Center at Ft. 
McClellan here Thursday to name 
a museum for the Congresswoman 
who gave the WAC life. 


Col. Mary Louise Milligan, di- 
rector of the WAC, will officially 
name the WAC museum for the 
late Edith Nourse Rogers, Con- 
gresswoman from Massachusetts 
at colorful ceremonies beginning 
at 8 a.m. Friday. 


A regimental review of more 
than 1,500 WACs will pass before 
Col. Milligan and 40 Army and 
civilian guests immediately pre- 
cediig the dedicatory program. 
Congresswoman Rogers, who died 
in 1960, was the author of the 
bill creating the WAAC, a reserve 
auxiliary corp, in 1942. President 
Roosevelt signed the bill into law 
in 1943 and in 1948 the corps 
dropped the auxiliary from its 
name and became a part of the 
regular army. 


The museum, which presents a 
visual history of the corps along 
with letters and mementoes from 
all theatres of war, was opened 
in 1955 but could not be named 
for Mrs. Rogers until after her 
death.

“Ignore it,” the youth replied. 


“You'd better,” the principal 
said, ‘‘because the one that struck 
you is gone. If you strike him 
back, you’re going to be gone, 
too.” 


The new Negro students will 
use Cafeterias at the four high 
schools along with whites. Sched- 
ules have been arranged so that 
the two or three Negroes at each 
school will have lunch at the 
same period. 

At some schools, principals sug- 
gested that the Negroes sit by 
themselves first .and let others 
join them if they wished. At other 
schools, they were urged at least 
to request permission before join- 
ing white students.

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Good Health 


Shingles 
Painful But 
Not Fatal 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: After @ 
vacation trip, 1 was greeted by 
various friends and relatives, 
one of whom had just had 
shingles and still had sores on 
his leg. A week later I began 
to have terrific pains in my 
arm and shoulder. 


My doctor arranged for a 
cardiogram which allayed fears 
that my heart was acting up, 
but a few days later I broke 
out on my back, under my arm 
and around to the middle of 
my chest. Shingles. 


I had heard of shingles oce- 
casionally but now it seems it 
is quite common. 


I have been keeping away 
from people because I don’t 
want others to suffer like this 
if it is contagious. And about 
how many weeks should these 
pains persist?—S. D. W. 


Shingles ‘or Herpes zoster), as 
you now know, can be very pain- 
ful even though it is not what we 
regard as a dangerous ailment. 


It’s a virus infection of a nerve 
and the virus is very similar to 
chickenpox virus, although ap- 
parently not identical. 


Shingles, however, is not con- 
tagious in the sense that small- 
pox is, or many other diseases. 
There just isn’t much evidence 
that it is contagious at all; one 
noted authority says the disease 
can be transmitted by contact 
“rarely.”’ 


Anyway, I should judge that in 
the situation described in today’s 
letter, coincidence probably 
played a greater role than con- 
tagion. Exposure to bad weather, 
fatigue, etc., seem to have a good 
deal to do with the matter. Lack- 
ing positive proof, I would say it 
is a reasonable assumption that 
the shingles virus (like many an- 
other organism) attacks only 
when our resistance is low, or 
when we are exposed to a heavy 
degree. 


Being a bit careful while the 
disease is in its active form is 
probably reasonable; after the 
blebs, or blisters, have subsided, 
don’t worry about transmitting 
the disease. 


The pains of shingles, however, 
may persist for a long time after 
the blebs have disappeared. It 
may not be so severe, but an achy 
type, requiring pain-relieving 
medications. 

The exact time varies from pa- 
tient to patient, so I can’t specify 
any particular number of weeks. 
Maybe the most comforting fact 
is that one attack of shingles usu- 
ally confers immunity against 
| subsequent ones. 


It used to be a time-honored 
treat to lick out the dish that 
cake batter was made in.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa (# — A 
carnival worker was shot to death 
in front of a restaurant here early 
Thursday, and police were holding 
two of his co-workers, one an At- 
lantan. 


Dead was Woodrow W. Floyes 
of Mobile, Ala., who was shot in 
the chest and leg with .32 caliber 
bullets. 


Held in connection with the slay- 
ing were John Edwards, 32, of 
San Antonio, Texas, and Clarence 
Austin of Atlanta. 


FLEES SCENE 


Edwards was arrested at the 
scene of the shooting. Austin was 
taken into custody by a police 
officer. and a state highway pa- 
trolman who saw k.m pulling 
away from the restaurant in a 
car and gave chase at speeds up 
to 100 miles an hour. 


Police said Floyes and his wife, 
Edwards, Austin and another cou- 
ple were outside the restaurant 
when Mrs. Floyes ran into the 
building and cried out that a man 
outside had a gun. 


ATLANTAN GIVES UP 


State Highway Patrolman James 
Gilroy, who was in the restaurant, 
said he heard three shots and ran 
outside. He said he saw a car 
pulling out of a parking lot and 
he and a policeman gave chase in 
a patrol car. 


The high-speed pursuit ended, 
Gilroy said, when Austin stopped 
his car and surrendered. 

Floyes, Edward and Austin were 
employed by the Schaefer 20th 
Century Shows, now appearing at 
the All-Iowa Fair here.

Georgian, 15, 


Youngest to 


Face Chair 


A lanky Negro boy from central 
Georgia may become the young- 
est person ever executed in the 
state. He is scheduled to go to 
the electric chair Sept. 22 for the 
murder of a 70-year-old farmer 
for whom he worked. 


Buy the State Pardon and Pa- 
role Board announced Thursday it 
would investigate the case and a 
hearing on commutation of his 
sentence will be held. 


The boy, 15-year-old Preston 
Cobb Jr., was convicted in Mon- 
ticello Wednesday by a jury of 12 
white men. The jury failed to 
recommend mercy, making the 
death sentence mandatory. 


Several state officials said pri- 
vately Thursday they were con- 
fident the conviction would be ap- 
pealed. Ben Warren, the boy’s 
court-appointed attorney, indicat- 
ed after the trial there would be 
no appeal. 


Jack Forrester, state correc- 
tions director, said that if Cobb 
goes to the chair he would be the 
youngest person on record to be 
executed in Georgia. Two 16-year- 
old Negroes were executed in 
1943. 


Cobb told the court in an un- 
sworn statement he planned to 
kill the farmer, Frank Coleman 
Dumas, after Dumas quarreled 
with him for catching fish in the 
farm lake. 


Cobb said he bought ammuni- 
tion for a rifle he had hidden at 
Dumas’ house and went to the 
house the night of June 1. Dumas, 
who lived there alone, asked what 
he wanted. 


“Nothing,”’ the boy replied. 


He then went outside, got the 
rifle, stepped back into the house 
and shot Dumas in.the head from 
about 10 feet away. Cobb said he 
put the body in Dumas’ station 
wagon and dumped it in a ditch 
about three miles away. He spent 
the rest of the night and most of 
the next day riding around in the 
car before being arrested in Mon- 
ticello.

the country are busy repairing the summer depre- 
dations of vandals who are costing the American 
public millions of school tax dollars each year. 


Most vandalism is carried out by the students 
themselves during the long summer hiatus when 
school buildings are closed, a study by the Syra- 
cuse University Research Institute found. 


Nationwide figures on the high price of school 
damage are not available. But according to Prof 
Nathan Goldman of the university’s Youth Devel- 
opment Center, who prepared this report, window 
breakage alone runs up such bills as $250,000 a 
year in Chicago, more than $50,000 in the District 
of Columbia, $70,000 in Boston.

In Georgia, vandalism to school buildings of 
a major nature seems lower than the national 
average, according to the statistics bureau of the 
State Department of Education. 


Only three schools out of 187 reported specific 
vandalism damage, ranging from $25 to $2,250 
per building. Simple windew breakage was not 
reported in the 1960-1961 school year. 


Fire and storm were responsible for more 
destruction to Georgia schools than vandalism, 
statistics show.

In Syracuse, where the special study was con- 
ducted on a sampling of 16 junior, junior-senior, 
and senior high schiools, the 1959 window replace- 
ment bill was nearly $14,000. 


The schools divided roughly into ‘“low-dam- 
age” and “high-damage’’ groupings. Teachers in 
high-damage schools attributed depredations to 
the generally poor condition of school buildings, 
which undermined pupil pride and loyalty. They 
said that boredom, lack of interest in the school 
and the bravado of daring activities all contrib- 
uted. 


Further, most of them classified their school 
administrations as weak and casual, the student 
attitude as indifferent, and the parents (largely 
in the blue-collar working class) as given to a 
“couldn't care less” attitude, toward school and 
education. 


The questionnaires to students (ages 12 to 18) 
in high-damage schools revealed that most were 
preparing for jobs rather than for college. Many 
gave boredom as a reason for destructive ram- 
pages. They felt their principals were lax and 
weak, ‘their teachers mild and indulgent, their 
custodians unfriendly. 


“FOR FUN” 


Teachers’in the low-damage schools reported 
that children commit these acts ‘‘for fun’’ or for 
revenge. They felt that the evil-doers could almost 
always be distinguished from the well behaved 
on the basis of race, low social-economic class, 
and learning ability. They classified the school 
administration as strong and democratic—al- 
though sometimes rigid—while both staff and 
children were described as enthusiastic and 
proud of the school. 


Pupils in schools with a low vandalism rate 
felt their institution was the best or better than

PREDICTS LEGISLATION 


Stressing the experimental na- 
ture of the bill, and the many 
provisions for studies and dem. 
onstration projects, he predicted 
that one one area covered by 
the 1961 bill, mass _ transporta- 
tion, there will be more compre- 
hensive legislation in 1962 or 1963 
based on some of the findings 
of these projects. 


Legislation on mass transpor- 
tation originally was in a separate 
bill in the 1961 session of Con- 
gress. When the transportation 
bill seemed unlikely to make it in 
this session, and the Housing Act 
seemed likely to pass, three pro- 
visions for aid to solving the 
problems of mass transportation 
in large urban communities were 
incorporated in the Housing bill. 


Quoting President Kennedy on 
the “dramatically apparent need” 


Housing | 
and Home Finance Agency said | 
“and $50 million for | 


for such systems in large cities, | 
he said that up to two thirds of | 


the cost of demonstration projects 
would be borne by the federal 
government. Loans to acquire, 
construct or improve such sys- 
tems at three-and-five-eights per 
cent interest could be made by 
public bodies for either public 
or private management of trans- 
portation systems. 


JONES HAILS BILL 


In introducing Edmonds, 
Malcolm Jones, chief of Atlanta 
Urban Renewal, said of the bill, 
“It has vast potential benefits for 
this community if we'll take ad- 
vantage of them.” 


Edmonds emphasized the need 
for prompt action to incorporate 
open spaces in metropolitan plan- 
ning for conservation, protection 
against water pollution, to main- 
tain scenic and historically sig- 
nificant areas and for the general 
benefits of maintaining natural 
beauty in our cities and suburbs. 


Urban area land has doubled 
in the last 20 years, he told the 
group, which included mayors 
and city managers from Decatur, 
East Point and College Park, 
and the pressure for develop- 


ment will grow. 


“The 1961 act looks more to- 
ward the betterment of cities as 
a whole than previous laws,”’ he 
said, whereas the 1949 and 1954 
bills dealt primarily with the 
betterment of housing only. 


The percentage that can be 
used in areas not predominantly 
residential either before or after 
renewal was increased from 20 
to 30 per cent. 


PAYS RELOCATION 


The federal government also 
has assumed the total cost of re- 
location for businesses, where 
previously it paid only up to $3.- 
™0. The government pays up to 
$200 for families that must re- 
locate. 


The provision which sold most 
Southern congressmen on the bill. 
Edmonds said, was the $500 mil- 
lion for public facilities construc- 
tion loans to communities with 
under 50,000 population to build 
gas, water and other public serv- 
ice plants. 


Capital grants for urban re- 
newal were raised to $4 million, 
over a period of four years. Pre- 
viously less than $2 million had 
been spent on urban renewal 
since the beginning of the fed- 
eral program.

No forum is held for the sound- 
ness of the auction in all re- 
spects. South chose to open with 
an introductory bid of one dia- 
mond which carries the approach 
principle too far, inasmuch as a 
one no-trump bid completely de- 
scribes the hand and obviates all 
future problems. 


West inserted an overcall of 
one spade, no doubt under the 
assumption that the vulnerabili- 
ty offered him protection. For- 
tunately this practice has long 
since gone out of style in more 
enlightened circles. 


North freely bid two clubs and 
East raised his partner. South 
now bid two no-trump and North 
decided to bid three clubs as a 
warning to his partner that part 
of his values were distributional 
in . nature. South elected to 
gamble it out for nine tricks, a 
decision for which he is not sub- 
ject to criticism even though it 
turns out that a contract of five 
clubs is unbeatable. 


Th four of spades was opened 
and the king permitted to hold. 
The nine of spades was returned 
and the ten went to West’s jack. 
West could see that establishing 
the spades would serve no good 
purpose since he lacked a quick 
entry to regain the lead. Analy- 
sis showed that in order to defeat 
the contract East would have to 
hold a high diamond honor and 
a quick entry. 


On this line of reasoning West 
shifted to the two of diamonds 
directly into the hand that had 
bid that suit. The queen went to 
declarer’s ace and since he had 
only eight running tricks |= he 
found it necessary to drive out 
the ace of hearts. At this point a 
diamond return netted two more 
tricks for the defense to defeat 
the contract.

“T think we can do no less 
than they did,”’ he said. “It cer- 
tainly won’t cost us anything but 
our lives if we don’t.” 


Alexander described a number 
of shelters against radioactive 
fallout caused by a hydrogen 
bomb explosion that ranged in 
cost from $200 to $2,000. He has 
emphasized in earlier sessions of 
the two-week course that fallout 
would be a greater problem than 
blast should this country become 
involved in nuclear war. 


The simplest and cheapest shel- 
ter, Alexander said, was an extra 
room built in the basement of 
concrete blocks. The job could be 
done in most cases for about $200. 


DOUBLE CONCRETE BLOCK 


A more effective shelter would 
be a double concrete block house 
with a concrete slab roof and 20 
inches of dirt piled on top of it. 
Such a structure, costing about 
$2,000, would stop virtually all 
radiation. 


Another ‘‘almost perfect’’ shelter 
would be an underground room 
covered with at least. three feet 
of packed dirt. Adequate protec- 
tion would also be given by a 
room above the ground but sur- 
rounded on all sides by three feet 
of dirt. 


KEEP FOOD SUPPLY 


Alexander said everyone should 
keep on hand a two-week supply 
of food. He showed the class A 
survival kit, one of many now on 
sale in supermarkets, which con- 
tained 14 cans of water and a 
large can of dehydrated food — 
enough to keep one adult alive for 
two weeks. It also contained 14 
vitamin C pills. 

He said shelters should also be 
equipped with air intakes, light, 
and some means of disposing of 
waste. 

Those without a portable radio 
would be “lost’’ in the event of a 
nuclear war, he said. ““Without a 
radio you won’t know how much 
radiation there is,”’ he said. 

Provision should also be made 
against: boredom, particularly 
where children are involved. Alex- 
ander said a well-stocked shelter 
should have plenty of toys and

Once the season got under way, however, Lane and Finley were 
able to focus full attention on the A’s. No manager ever had more 
advice from the front office than Gordon. 


In fact, Lane and Finley were so attentive that Gordon did not 
have to make routine decisions such as his starting pitcher, which 
rookies to farm out,.etc. We recall reading a story that Finley did 
not miss a home game for several weeks. He also accompanied 
the A’s on the road and freely advised Gordon on dugout operations. 


Finley and Lane were not permitted in the dugout during 
games, of course, but Frantic Frank took care of that. He sta- 
tioned Gordon in the press box, & move which Joe vetoed after 
an experimental run. 


Gordon had been fired, rehired and traded by Lane while man- 
aging Cleveland. But never before had he been double teamed by 
the owner and general manager. 


In Florida Gordon had waxed optimistic. He boldly forecast 
that the A’s might crash the first division barrier.

The KC owner wanted it under- 
stood by one and all that he was the man who decided to boot Gor- 
don. Lane was an innocent victim. 


Gordon departed like the gentleman he is, wished Bauer luck 
and refrained from lowering the boom on Lane and Finley. 


Finley expressed supreme confidence in Bauer. The owner 
believed that his club was better than the record showed. Bauer 
made the routine comment that he anticipated improvement. 


It must have been obvious even to Finley and Lane that Gordon 
had been doing a terrific job. As it developed the A’s were worse 
than their record under Gordon indicated. 


A few deals here and there had weakened the A’s. Ex-Marine 
Bauer had no ammunition with which to shoot the works, And the 
situation in KC is not well in hand. 


Ernest Mehl, sports editor of the KC Star, who was instrumental 
in bringing major league baseball to the city, wrote Thursday that 
‘There never has been a baseball operation such as this, nothing so 
bizarre, so impossible, so incongruous.’ 


Of course Joe Gordon knew all that long before Mr. Mehl 
put it in print.

Trypanosomiasis (sleeping sick- 
ness), which is transmitted by 
the bite of the Tsetse fly, still 
occurs regularly in those areas of 
the continent which are “under 
the fly."’ It is thought to be the 
commonest cause of mental de- 
rangement throughout West Af- 
rica.

Tunis Vetoes 


Paris Offer 


The Foreign Ministry said the 
call for talks was sent to the 
Tunisians Friday. 


“The Tunisian government has 
declined our offers,’’ it said. “‘It 
has let it be known in Paris... 
that it did not esteem it advan- 
tageous to start negotiations 
merely to normalize the situation 
in Bizerte.”’ 


France said its withdrawal of 
one paratroop regiment from Bi- 
zerte is evidence of its desire to 
bring the situation back to nor- 
mal. 


But it warned that Tunisian 
demonstrations planned in the 
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most universally prevalent in Af- 
rica (and which is still consid- 
ered the world’s number one kill- 
er by the World Health Organi- 
zation); leprosy, .which afflicts 
one out of every 100 Africans, 
yellow fever, TB, smallpox, ty- 
phus, typhoid, etc. And to these 
must be added mankind's com- 
monest ills—cancer, eardiovascu- 
lar diseases and pneumonia. 


Although much has been done 
in the past few years by private 
as well as international health 
agencies to ease the African’s 
‘“thralldom to sickness,” that 
much more still remains to be 
accomplished is vividly illustrated 
by a passage from Esther War- 
ner’s ‘‘Seven Days to Lomoland,” 
in which she describes a trip she 
made recently into the primitive 
Lomoland region of Liberia. 


SOUGHT MEDICINE 


“All along the way,” she writes, 
‘the sick of the villages had 
presented themselves for ‘white 
medicine.’ . . With pathetic 
hopefulness they showed their fes- 
tering ulcers, their faces half- 
consumed with yaws, their in- 
fected toes from which the jiggers 
had not been dug out before the 
egg sack hatched a swarm. Once, 
even some lepers came out of the 


able. For the average African is 
indeed lethargic and lazy. And 
who wouldn’t be if he suffered, 
as the average African does, from 
recurring bouts of malarial fever, 
three or four species of intestinal 
and stomach worms and a diet 
consisting almost entirely of car- 
bohydrates? 


LIVES IN HUT 


To understand Africa today, it 
is necessary first to understand 
the so-called “‘primitive’’ African 
—the one who lives in the small, 
thatch-roofed hut in a remote 
village in the jungle or far out 
on the rolling savannah—for this 
is the African who forms the 


And it will not be possible to 
understand him until, as one ob- 
server puts it, ‘‘we have suc- 
ceeded in sensing something of 
the hopelessness, to say nothing 
of the pain, of living in a world 
of habitual sickness.”’
